Thia is in reply to your letter ox November 1C, 1970 , appealing from 
prior decision of the Archivist cl the United States, not to make 
available to yovx a copy of Lha Government's copy oi the "memorandum 
of transfer" ox the materials relating to the autopsy of President 
Kennedy, 

On August 19, 1970, you wore advised by the Acting Archivist ot tha 
united States that this copy was withheld from research under the 
terms of 5 U. S. C. 552, subsection (bK6), as a part oi "medical files 
and similar files, the disclosure ox which would constitute a clearly 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy" of the family ox the late 
President Kennedy. 

A careful review of iha document in question, in the light of the citau 
statute, its legislative history and subsequent interpretations, has 
/Ailed to adduce any grounds to warrant upsetting ;ha considered judg- 
ment oi tho Acting Archivist. 

Under tho circumstances, I have no recourse but to advise that your 
apoeal ia denied. However, in the event the Kennedy family or its 
authorised representative should advise me that release oi the 
’'memorandum ot transfer 41 does not constitute an unwarranted invasion 

of their personal privacy, 1 will reconsider my decision.
